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PREFACE 


The Anthems in this collection were selected from hundreds that have been 
examined by the Church Music Committee. They are practical, sound and 
attractive, the words conforming to the tenets of the Church of Jesus Christ of 


Latter-Day Saints, while the music is by composers of international reputation. 
This is the first of a number of volumes to be issued by the Church Music 


Committee; the next one will contain new compositions by our own composers. 
When soloists are not available solos in the anthems may be sung by several 


voices together, or by an entire section of the choir. 
Where pipe organs are not used in the accompaniment it will be necessary at 


times to omit the lowest notes of the left hand part or transpose them an octave 
higher to bring them within the possibility of the hand. Care must be taken 


that any omission does not change the harmony of the accompaniment.
